Plan for 
town hall 
to host 
concerts 

A PLAN to transform West 
Bromwich town hall into a 
top entertainment venue 
have been unveiled. 

Council chiefs want to 
turn the building into a 
venue to rival Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Civic Hall. 

It is hoped the revamp will 
encourage more people into 
the town centre. Sandwell 
Council bosses are also 
looking at transforming 
Wednesbury Town Hall. 

Deputy council leader 
Councillor Mahboob 

Hussain said it was hoped 
the venues could host con¬ 
certs and comedy gigs and 
boost the economy of the 
town centres. 

Councillor Hussain said: 
“The town halls are being 
looked at to receive millions 
of pounds investment.” 

He said another option 
would be the council to let 
the voluntary sector run the 
buildings. 

Instead of them being 
empty for much of the time, 
they could be used for lunch¬ 
eon clubs, community get- 
togethers and activities for 
young people, he said. 

He added that if the 
council went down the 
entertainment route, money 
would be ploughed into mod¬ 
ernising the venues. 

“We cannot afford not to 
spend it because longer term 
it will cost us more.” 

He said a decision would 
be made within weeks. 

Carnival is 
set to return 

THE popular Wednesbury 
Carnival will return after it 
was washed out last summer 
by heavy rain. 

The carnival, in 
Brunswick Park, which 
attracts more than 1,000 
people had to be cancelled 
last year due to poor 
weather. 

But organisers have 
announced this year’s event 
will be back on July 13 and 
will be better than ever. 

This year’s carnival presi¬ 
dent Michael Middleton, 
said there would bea 
number of displays, a 
funfair, go-karting and 
dancing and music.

Kye becomes family’s fifth generation 


A FAMILY from the Black 
Country is celebrating the 
arrival of a new addition - 
and little Kye Waterhouse 
represents the fifth genera¬ 
tion of the family. 

Edith Gibbons, aged 80, 
was on hand to give a warm 
welcome to her great-great 
grandson Kye, who was born 
three weeks ago. 

And, amazingly, little 
Kye’s mother Laurie was 
herself a fifth generation- 
born child. 

All the generations came 
together to greet Kye to the 
world. 

Retired press operator 
Mrs Gibbons, of Dudhill 
Road, Rowley Regis, was 
joined by her daughter 
Christine Cole, aged 58, 
grandson, Darren Cole, 42, 
from Allsopps Close, Rowley 
Regis, and great-grand¬ 
daughter Laurie, 19, from 
Weavers Rise, Cradley 
Heath, who gave birth to 
Kye. 

Addition 

Christine Cole, who is 
married with three children, 
eight grandchildren and one 
great-grandchild and lives in 
Burmese Way, Rowley Regis, 
said: “It is a lovely thing. 

“Kye’s mother Laurie was 
a fifth generation child as 
my grandfather Jeff 
Timmins was alive when 
Laurie was born. It is so nice 
to welcome a new addition to 
the family.” 

Mr Timmins passed away 
aged 77 following a stroke 14 
years ago. 

Baby Kye is Laurie’s first 
child with partner Scott, a 
counter assistant at Sains- 
burys. Kye was born on Feb¬ 
ruary 11 at 10.51am at 
Russells Hall Hospital in 
Dudley, weighing 81b 5oz.

PRIME MINISTER David Cameron has 
pledged to look at knife laws following 
the fatal stabbing of Halesowen 
schoolgirl Christina Edkins. 

Answering a question from Halesowen and Rowley 
Regis MP James Morris in the House of Commons 
yesterday (Wednesday), he spoke of his shock and 
said he would review rules on how those carrying 
knives should be dealt with. 


Mr Morris has also met 
National Express managing 
director Peter Coates over 
ideas to improve security on 
buses. 

They included increasing 
the number of CCTV 
cameras, using SmartWater 
to track people who have 
been on buses, and stepping 
up undercover patrols. 

Mr Morris said: “Nothing 
can bring Christina back, 
but we owe it to her memory 
to do everything we can to 
stop this happening again by 
taking further action to 
tackle the issue of people 
carrying knives in public.” 

Christina, 16, of Lady- 
wood, was stabbed on a bus 
on her way to Leasowes 
High School. Police are to 
charge 22-year-old Phillip 
Simelane, of Walsall, with 
murder. 

Heartbroken 

Christina was on the 
number nine bus in Hagley 
Road, Birmingham, when 
the attack happened last 
Thursday. She died from a 
single stab wound. 

Her family have told of 
their heartbreak at the loss 
of their “beautiful princess”. 

Parents Kathleen and 
Jason, brother Ryan and 
half-sister Joanne said they 
were “heartbroken and dev¬ 
astated”. 

In a statement they said: 
“Our family and friends 
knew her as an amazing 
individual with her whole 
life ahead of her which was

tragically taken away. Our 
lives will never be the same 
again. 

“Our daughter was the 
most beautiful, intelligent 
and bright young lady.” 

The family added that 
they were overwhelmed by 
the kindness shown by 
friends and neighbours as 
well as people who had never 
met her. 

The community has 
rallied round to support the 
family. Asda said £2,175 had 
so far been taken in collec¬ 
tions at its stores in Hale¬ 
sowen, Oldbury, Perry Barr 
and Cape Hill in Smethwick. 

A collection at Mollies 
Baguette Bar in London¬ 
derry Road, Oldbury, has 
raised £150. 

Owner Samantha Bliz¬ 
zard said: “A lot of people 
who have got children are all 
shocked by what happened. 
They want to show their 
support to the family.” 


Thug in 
attack on 
woman 
aged 76 

A MAN punched a 76-year- 
old woman in the face in an 
unprovoked attack outside a 
social club. 

The thug, attacked the 
elderly victim as she parked 
outside the West Bromwich 
Football Supporters Club, in 
Westbourne Road, in West 
Bromwich. 

As well as hitting her in 
the face, causing a cut lip, 
bruising and swelling, he 
damaged her car by kicking 
it. He then walked away, 
towards Clifford Road. 

Pc Michelle Proffitt, of 
West Bromwich police, said: 
“This was a very disturbing 
and unprovoked attack 
against an elderly woman 
who was innocently parking 
her car. 

“He caused damage to 
almost every panel of her car 
and as well as suffering the 
injuries to her face the 
victim has been left very 
shaken up.” 

The attacker was white, 
around 6ft tall and 20 to 23 
years old. 

He was slim, with brown 
hair, and he was wearing 
blue jeans, white trainers 
and a grey hooded sweat¬ 
shirt. 

He was also carrying a 
grey bucket with a silver 
handle and lid. 

The attack happened on 
March 5 at 8.10pm.

Hawk scheme to scare 
off pigeons is scrapped 
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A PLAN to use a bird of prey 
regularly to scare away 
pigeons in Wednesbury has 
been scrapped despite two 
successful trial runs. 

Sandwell Council came up with the 
idea to use a hawk handler in Market 
Place after one was used successfully to 
keep nuisance birds away at Wimbledon. 

A hawk handler has visited Wednes¬ 
bury twice in recent months. 

But although the trials have been 
hailed a success, council bosses, who 
have to save £100 million by 2017, today 
said there are no longer enough birds in 
Wednesbury to justify bringing someone 
in on a regular basis. 

“We’ve done it twice and it seemed to 
work quite well, ” said Wednesbury coun¬ 
cillor Elaine Costigan. 

“But 1 don’t think we can keep doing 
it. 

“There doesn’t seem to be anywhere 
near as many pigeons as there were.” 

Traders complained how the number 
of pigeons in Market Place had soared 
last summer. 
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Soared 

It is believed the rise was partly due to 
renovation work at a derelict building in 
Union Street, where a number of the 
birds had been nesting. 

Traders in Union Street put spikes 
above their shops in an effort to keep the 
pigeons out. One trader put up a wooden 
owl in the hope it would scare them 
away. 

Pauline James, who works at beauty 
shop Kylie’s Nails & Beauty in Union 
Street, said: “The problem has not gone 
away, they are still here. 

“When I go into the shop they are 
swooping down at my head.” 

Bridget Cole, who runs O’Connells 
Florist and Fruiterers, said she was dis¬ 
appointed the hawk plan had been aban¬ 
doned. 

“The problem is just as bad as ever,” 
she said.

WALKERS will put their best foot 
forward as the annual Sandwell Six 
Town Challenge returns. 

Sandwell Council, in partnership 
with Sandwell Ramblers will organ- 
isE the event on August 25 to coin¬ 
cides with Sandwell Show and starts 
from the Sandwell Showground at 
Sandwell Valley,West Bromwich. 

Walkers and runners can choose 
14, 18 or 26-mile routes out of 
Sandwell Valley along paths and 


canal towpaths taking them 
through the borough’s six towns. 

The 26-mile route takes in the 
1.7-mile long unlit Netherton 
Tunnel that is currently undergoing 
£1.5 million essential maintenance 
to safeguard the tunnel’s future. 

Work is due to finish this month, 
and organisers are confident that 
the towpath there will be open in 
time. John Scott of Sandwell Ram¬ 
blers said: “We were pleased to see 


numbers increase by 30 per cent in 
2012 and hope to see even more 
joining us this year. 

“Knowing that the Netherton 
Tunnel will be back open for our 
premier route means that we retain 
a unique feature that is a major 
talking-point with everyone who 
takes part.” 

Entry fees have been frozen at £5 
for those who pre-book and £6 pay 
on the day. Last year thousands of 


people descended on Sandwell 
Valley Showground for the annual 
Sandwell Community Show. 

The main arena hosts numerous 
acts, including a dog show, motor¬ 
bike stunt riders and dancing.

Warning issued over any 
more cuts to fire service 


ANY more cuts will make the West 
Midlands Fire Service ineffective, 
the authority’s chief has said. 

John Edwards, chairman of the authority 
and a Sandwell councillor, issued the stark 
warning, saying that the service had already 
been stripped to the bone. 

He said that over the past four years his 
service has been hit with the largest budget 
cut of any fire and rescue service in the 
country and that it had “nothing else to 
give”. 

His warning came just weeks after the 
service announced a rise in the council tax 
precept of around £5 a year for Band D 
households, to cope with government cuts. 

Councillor Edwards was speaking at 
Sandwell Council meeting. He told the coun¬ 
cillors that for the year 2013/14 the service 
would be receiving a £6 million cut to their 
budget and a £4.6m cut in the 2014/15 finan¬ 
cial year. 

He said in a report to the council: “Criti¬ 
cally, these figures are at around the 
national average, and every fire and rescue 
authority in England is being expected to 
play their part, unlike the outcome of reduc¬ 
tions in the first two years.” 

He said over the past four years the West 
Midlands fire service had lost £20.8m of 
grant funding, the largest reduction of any 
fire service in the country. 

Threatening 

He told the meeting: “We are making 
savings across the whole of the service, but 
an impact on the front line is inevitable. 

“It’s a very busy metropolitan brigade, 
struggling to do its best and it will continue 
to do so. They are working hard to push risk 
back and lower deaths, but that becomes 
very difficult when Government is imposing 
reductions.” 

“This particular brigade can’t take any 
more cuts, because any more cutting like 
they have been doing will leave us with an 
ineffective fire service.” 

Councillor Edwards said the council tax 
precept increase would enable the service to 
maintain their network of 38 fire stations, 
and meet their target of a five minute 
response time to life threatening incidents. 

In his report he said the service was 
directing its resources to the core service of 
prevention, protection and response. 

The service revealed last month that it is 
spending nearly £1.2 million on 17 mini 4x4 
fire engines, adapted Toyota Hilux 4x4s. 
They are cheaper and need fewer staff than 
traditional fire engines.

Pensioner choked to death while eating toast 


A CRADLEY Heath pensioner 
who choked to death on toast 
served to him by a care worker 
should not have been given 
solid food, his family told an 
inquest. 

Black Country coroner Robin 
Balmain is now writing to the 
agency employing the assis¬ 
tant, drawing its attention to 
the importance of care plans. 


Derek Thomas’s daughter, 
Dianne Palmer, said: “There 
should have been a care plan - 
it is poor quality of care that 
caused the death of him.” 

Mr Thomas, 73, a retired 
boiler tester, of Compton 
Grange, died after inhaling a 
“foreign body”. He had under¬ 
lying problems of an irregular 
heartbeat, a stroke and high 


blood pressure. Judith An¬ 
drews, who worked for Charter 
Care, said she made him toast 
and a cup of coffee. 

“He started to eat the toast 
and began to cough as it went 
down the wrong way,” she told 
the inquest. She said he was 
alcohol dependant but, under 
questioning from the family, 
she said she was not aware he 


was prone to choking and there 
was no care plan telling her he 
should not have solid food. 

Janice Poole, senior carer for 
Charter Care, said social serv¬ 
ices would have told them if he 
should not have solid food. 

A verdict of death due to acci¬ 
dental choking was recorded 
but diet instructions had not 
been not communicated.

Building share idea for 
libraries to save £300k 


LIBRARIES could share 
buildings with other organi¬ 
sations in Sandwell such as 
Job Centres and children’s 
centres in an effort to slash 
£300,000 from the budget. 

Leisure bosses have announced 
some libraries in older buildings, or 
some of the smaller libraries with 
lower footfall, could be moved to 
new locations to cut costs and to 
allow users to access more services. 

The radical move is being investi¬ 
gated by leisure councillor Linda 
Horton, who says new ways of 
working must be looked at if the 
council is to avoid closing libraries. 

She said: “This is being consid¬ 
ered because we’ve got so many cuts 
that we have to look at different 
ways of providing a service. We 
would rather have a service in 
another building than no library at 
all. 

“If we can’t afford to have a 
library in a specific place, we are 
looking at having it in the same 
neighbourhood but in a different 
building. If there’s an organisation 
in that area with a building we could 
use, we could look to move the 
library. 

Explore 

“We are looking at how services 
are accessed, the footfall of each 
place and the building each is in. 

“For example if there’s a small 
neighbourhood library without a lot 
of users we would look at the costs of 
maintaining the building and of the 
services, and explore all the options 
for sharing a buildingso we could 
keep that service going.” 

No specific libraries are being 
considered for the move as yet, and 
no time scale has been set for the 
changes to take place. 

Councillor Horton said many of 
the borough’s libraries were already 
seen as community facilities, so 
mergers would not be a problem for 
users. 

She added: “The traditionalists 
are in the minority. We have commu¬ 
nities that want to access more serv¬ 
ices than just borrowing books. 

“We want our libraries to be com¬ 
munity hubs.”

Mick Russell’s wife, Tina, died in 
2006 aged 41. She had type 1 dia¬ 
betes for 20 years. 

Now Tyler, the grandson of Mr 
Russell, of West Bromwich, has 
been diagnosed with diabetes. 

To mark his 51st birthday, Mr 
Russell held a first fundraising 
night for Diabetes UK, raising £250 
at The Wheatsheaf, Carters Green, 


West Bromwich, with Tipton enter¬ 
tainer Just Bev and “draw master” 
Phil Ruston, of West Bromwich. 

Mr Russell said: “Diabetes is so 
under estimated. It does not get the 
same publicity as some of the other 
major diseases but it can be a 
killer.” 

Mrs Russell first found she had 
type 1 diabetes in the late 1980s. 

She had a relatively normal life 
until her condition deteriorated 
and for the last six years of her life 
she was in and out of hospital. 


Tyler of Walsall, collapsed in the 
summer and retired salesman Mr 
Russell said: “It was complete 
shock. We thought we had gone 
through that horror struggle in our 
lives but now we might have to go 
through it again. At least he is more 
aware of what happened. 

“He has already said he is deter¬ 
mined not to go to sleep like nan.” 

Mr Russell hopes to raise £1,000 
for Diabetes UK from his events. 

The second event is yet to be 
organised.

Outstanding rating award 
for education centre work 


AN EDUCATION centre, which teaches sick 
children and youngsters staying in hospital, 
has been given an outstanding score by 
school inspectors. 

The Whiteheath Education Centre, Rowley Regis, offers 
a home and hospital tuition service and education watchdog 
Ofsted has found it to have outstanding teaching. 


Inspectors who visited last 
month and awarded the top 
rating said teaching was 
inspirational with excellent 
care for those who have 
complex medical needs. 

Ofsted inspectors were at 
the Hawes Lane-based 
centre on February 5 and 6. 

It provides education to 
pupils aged between five and 
16 with physical and, or, psy¬ 
chological problems at 
home, at Sandwell Hospital 
and, on occasion, at the 
bedside and in classrooms at 
the centre. 

Challenged 

Inspector Jeffrey Plumb 
found pupils make outstand¬ 
ing progress in English and 
maths because he said every 
pupil is challenged. 

He said: “Almost all pupils 
make rapid progress in 
reading, writing and mathe¬ 
matics. Achievement in 
these subjects is outstand¬ 
ing. 

“Most pupils in Key Stage 
3 make enough academic 
progress and gain sufficient 
confidence to go back to 
their mainstream school.” 

Mr Plumb also said pupils 
in Year 11 gain skills and 
qualifications to get college 
places when they leave. 

He said; “Teaching is 
inspirational. Teachers 
know the exact learning

steps of every pupil and plan 
very effectively.” 

One of the main reasons 
the centre works well is 
partnership between teach¬ 
ers and health professionals 
to help pupils overcome 
anxiety and fear of failure. 

He said: “Care lies at the 
heart of this outstanding 
centre, including the excel¬ 
lent support provided for 
pupils with complex medical 
and psychological illnesses.” 

Mr Plumb praised the 
centre for offering a wide 
range of academic subjects, 
and the teachers who help 
the pupils overcome a wide 
range of obstacles. 

The centre needs to work 
with Sandwell Council to 
ensure that when pupils are 
known to be eligible for free 
school meals, mainstream 
schools they come from pass 
on pupil premium funding to 
the centre. 

The report says that on 
some occasions this did not 
happen. Head Rowena Chal- 
loner said: “I am lucky to 
have such a dedicated team, 
who work exceptionally 
hard for these young people. 

“When they come to us 
they are often insecure, and 
we aim to raise their self¬ 
esteem, and give them the 
self-confidence they need.”

The stories of Iraq war hero 
and marathon fundraiser Karl 
Hinett are gripping audiences. 
TOM MASON reports 


IRAQ War hero and dedicated 
fundraiser Karl Hinett is inspir¬ 
ing a new generation of poten¬ 
tial adventurers by talking 
about his exploits in Black 
Country Schools. 

The 26-year-old from Tipton has spent 
the past year visiting schools and clubs, 
talking to children and adults from about 
his recovery from an attack while serving 
in Iraq in 2005, and the hundreds of sub¬ 
sequent fundraising events he has com¬ 
pleted for Queen Elizabeth Hospital 
Charity in Birmingham. 

The former private from the Stafford¬ 
shire Regiment joined up in 2004 aged 17 
and soon began to excel, winning Best 
Recruit award. 

But just one year on, while on a rescue 
mission in Basra, Iraq, he received 37 per 
cent burns to his hands, face, legs and 
arms when his armoured vehicle was hit 
with a petrol bomb. 

Unconscious 

Images of Karl, only 18 at the time, 
climbing out of his burning tank brought 
home the reality of the war when they 
appeared on news bulletins around the 
world. 

Karl was fighting for life when he 
arrived at Birmingham’s Selly Oak hospi¬ 
tal. He remained unconscious for 11 days 
and later had more than 16 operations to 
his hands, face and legs. 

As he recovered he vowed to turn his 
experience into something positive for 
himself and many of his comrades by 
raising thousands of pounds for the 
Queen Elizabeth hospital in Birmingham 
which treats British soldiers returning 
wounded. 

To help raise more than £30,000 for the 
hospital Karl has completed around 100 


marathons in 26 countries across the 
world in only two years, walked more 
than 700 miles through jungles and the 
arctic tundra and climbed almost all the 
way to the top of Everest. 

Using this inspirational experience as 
a starting point he has spoken to chil¬ 
dren at schools in the Black Country 
teaching them to turn a negative situa¬ 
tion into a positive one, inspiring them 
to work against adversity. 

He said that he enjoyed giving the 
talks and that he felt they promoted a 


positive message to children who felt 
that they could not achieve things in 
life. He added: “It has been nice taking 
a step back from the physical chal¬ 
lenges. I have had a really good time 
talking to people. 

At his latest talk at Holyhead Primary 
School in Wednesbury he talked about 
his injuries and his time in hospital. 

“The children seem to catch on really 
quickly. When I show them the burns on 
my hands and arms it’s a lot easier for 
them to understand.” 


The school presented him with £250 
they raised with a dress-up day, and a 
school teddy bear as a thank-you for his 
talk. 

Year 3 teacher Lyn Cope said: “He 
really connected with the children, and 
they were all very interested in his story. 
Afterwards he went round each of the 
classes and answered their questions. 

Karl said the children were always 
inquisitive with most commonly asked 
questions about his time in the army and 
the difficult challenges he has had to 
overcome in both his recovery and subse¬ 
quent marathons. 

“When I talk to adults about my expe¬ 
rience they tend to just sit and listen, 
whereas kids love to ask questions.” 

The former squaddie has also spoken 
at charity dinners for rotary clubs, at 
business seminars and even at a rock 
concert at a pub in Dudley 

“I really like what I have done to 
encourage more people to live a more 
active lifestyle by showing them that 
anything is possible,” he said. 

It was also through his talks that he 
met the love of his life 25-year-old Beth 
Platts, a community artist from West 
Bromwich. 

Confidence 

They met at a charity gig in Dudley 
that Karl was speaking at, but the 
marathon man couldn’t get up the confi¬ 
dence to ask her out. 

After completing one of his many runs 
he finally plucked up the courage to ask 
her for a date, but she was already 
hooked by his inspiring story. 

On top of all his many achievements 
Karl was nominated as a torch-bearer for 
the Sandwell area at last year’s London 
Olympic Games. 

Karl said he had lots of plans for 2013 
including more talks and another 150- 
mile jungle marathon in Vietnam in 
June, as well as an attempt to conquer 
Mount Kilimanjaro. 

He said: “I plan to continue these chal¬ 
lenges until my legs give out.”

Probe into solicitors delayed 


A PROBE into a firm of solici¬ 
tors that was shut down when 
the partners were declared 
bankrupt has been delayed 
by a court case involving a 
former worker who admitted 
stealing £166,000. 

It means there is no end in sight for 
the investigation into Stables & 
Company - 10 months after it began. 

The firm’s premises in Halesowen, 
Stourbridge and Rowley Regis were 
closed by legal watchdog the Solicitors’ 
Regulation Authority (SRA) last May. 
Clients were left in limbo. Regulators 


have started sifting through thousands 
of files belonging to clients but the 
probe has been halted until Pauline 
Sutcliffe, aged 57, of Wolverhampton 
Street, Oldbury, is sentenced next 
month. 

Suspended 

SRA spokesman Lee Shrimpton said 
investigators stood back while the 
criminal matter was being dealt with. 
They will continue when Sutcliffe has 
been sentenced. The investigation was 
expected to take at least two years and 
it could last even longer. 

Partners David Moore, Nigel Jordan 
and Jessica Bird were all declared 


bankrupt on April 30 and their practis¬ 
ing certificates were suspended by the 
SRA. 

They could be banned altogether 
once the investigation is complete. 
Clients who believe they are owed 
money are being advised to apply for 
compensation via the SRA. 

The regulators said people can have 
any documents they need. 

The offices in Stourbridge and Hale¬ 
sowen high streets and Halesowen 
Street in Rowley Regis were deserted 
for months after the closure, with doc¬ 
uments and furniture left inside, but 
they have since been put on the 
market.

Dying patient policy at 
hospital was breached 


Women butchers wanted

DOCTORS at Sandwell Hos¬ 
pital breached policy putting 
a “do not attempt resuscita¬ 
tion” order on a patient 
without consulting her or 
relatives, an inquest heard. 

Physicians also wrote on the 
patient’s notes that she was “proba¬ 
bly in the terminal phase of her 
illness” but failed to tell the family 
that she was dying. 

The family of Eunice Garfield only 
discovered the order had been made 
and the note, following her death, the 
inquest in Smethwick heard. 

Mrs Garfield, aged 67, of Friar 
Park Road, Wednesbury, became ill in 
June 2008 and was admitted to 
Sandwell Hospital in a confused 
state. 

Missed 

Doctors found she had a form of 
dementia, and she was referred to 
dieticians and mental health 
workers, but she missed a number of 
appointments and often would refuse 
help, due to a fear of hospitals. 

On June 28 2011, her state of 
health was so bad that she was admit¬ 
ted to Sandwell General Hospital. 
The inquest heard that she was ema¬ 
ciated, weighing about 4st, and dehy¬ 
drated. 

A “do not attempt resuscitation” 
order was put on her notes, because 
her health was so poor. Deputy Black 
Country coroner Dr Andrew Thomp¬ 
son said this was a breach of policy. 

He recorded a narrative verdict, 
saying: “Mrs Garfield had a history of 
being under weight, and excessive 
alcohol consumption. She had vascu¬ 
lar dementia and was not keen on 
medical intervention. 

“She died from bronchial pneumo¬ 
nia due to malnutrition.” 


TWO female butchers want more 
women to take up the traditionally 
male-dominated trade.

Both were trained for NVQs in 
butchery after joining the firm. Mrs 
Malsbury of Hateley Heath, West 
Bromwich, previously worked in the 
kitchen at Tameside Primary School, 
Wednesbury, and at a pizza takeaway. 

She puts together the cooked food 
counter selling pies, sliced meats and 
pork sandwiches, and says she gets 
“satisfaction” when customers say they 
enjoyed food bought from the shop.

Getting a glimpse life 
at war training camp 


IT contains cartoons, mes¬ 
sages and poems scrib¬ 
bled down by soldiers and 
gives a unique insight into 
life during the First World 
War. 

And now the autograph book 
belonging to Gladys Harvey will go 
on display at Shugborough Hall 
Museum next year to mark the cen¬ 
tenary of the conflict. 

Gladys was a volunteer in her 
early 20s in the Women’s Army 
Auxiliary Corps (WAAC), working 
in the canteen on the Brocton 
Camp, Cannock Chase, between 
1917 and 1918. 

While there, soldiers would regu¬ 
larly make entries in her book. 

Examples of these include a 
cheeky cartoon depicting Gladys 
picking blueberries, as well as cari-

catures of soldiers. It is also filled 
with humorous poems and rhymes. 

One reads: “The happiest 
moments of my life were spent in 
the arms of another man’s wife (my 
mother).” 

This was left by a G Mainland on 
December 12,1918. 

A more melancholy entry is a 
poem left by Gladys herself in 
October 1917. 

It says: “I walked by myself, 
talked to myself, and that very 
same self said to me, look after 
thyself, take care of thyself, as 
nobody cares for thee.” 

The book was donated to the 
county of Staffordshire by Gladys’ 
son-in-law in 1995 following her 
death. 

Museum development officer 


Helen Johnson, described the book 
as “unique in bringing the whole 
conflict to life”. 

She added: “This is such a unique 
object in our collections at the 
museum. 

“It is a fascinating piece of 
history telling us about one individ¬ 
ual’s experiences working at the 
Brocton Camp. 

“It’s full of quirky poems and pic¬ 
tures and some quite emotive notes 
from soldiers who wrote in it. 

“It’s a terribly fascinating item 
which we really treasure in our col¬ 
lection. It brings the whole conflict 
to life by having something which 
you can hold and read.” 

The First World War training 
camps over the Chase were the 
biggest in Europe, with thousands 
of men travelling there from across 
the UK and further afield to 
prepare for life on the front line.

Homes in poor condition 
probed by council team 


NEARLY 450 privately rented 
homes in Sandwell were 
investigated by housing 
chiefs for poor living condi¬ 
tions last year. 

More than 100 were found to be 
dangerous and seven landlords were 
successfully prosecuted for failing to 
make their properties safe. 

Of those, two landlords were left 
with a court bill of more than £22,608 
after they left their West Bromwich 
flat in a poor condition. 

Some of the poor conditions found 
included dangerous electrics, poor 
sanitation and squalid conditions, 
leaking roofs and no heating. 

They were all served with improve¬ 
ment notices, of these, seven were 
prosecuted for failing to undertake 
the necessary work. 

A report to council chiefs states 
there were 445 requests for the 
Housing Quality team to undertake 
investigations into unsatisfactory 
living conditions between January 
and October 2012. 

Serious 

Of those, 218 were resolved infor¬ 
mally. The others were dealt with by 
formal notices. 

Of these 102 properties were found 
to have category one hazards - the 
problems were so serious that 
Sandwell Council had to take action 
for health and safety reasons. 

Housing boss Councillor Simon 
Hackett said: “My policy on private 
landlord is two-fold. 

“They are a key partner in deliver¬ 
ing housing and we are working 
together. However, I will not tolerate 
bad landlords who cause misery to 
their tenants. We are taking a proac¬ 
tive approach to dealing with bad 
landlords which includes prosecuting 
and naming and shaming.”

School in Sedgley and lives in Wooding 
Crescent, said she decided to write 
about the violence facing women in 
India. 

She researched the topic and wrote 
the 500-word essay over three days. 

Last week she found out she had 


made it into the top 10, out of 2,000 
entries. She said: “I was really excited 
and quite shocked. Everyone at school 
and my parents are so proud of me.” 

If Kelsea makes the top three, she 
will travel to a presentation in London. 

Kelsea’s citizenship teacher Ruth 
Downie said: “Kelsea is an amazing 
student who not only is dedicated to her 
studies but also to protesting and cam¬ 
paigning for her beliefs.”

MORE than 200 homes could 
be built on the site of a ware¬ 
house and offices in Rowley 
Regis. 

The owners of the site off Doulton 
Road, which is home to a number of 
distribution buildings operated by 
multi-national French firm Norbert 
Dentressangle, are considering 
making an application for 205 new 
homes. 

The development would mean 88 
two-bedroom houses, 102 three- 
bedroom and 15 four-bedroom prop¬ 
erties built, as well as a 
5,317-square-feet centre for retail 
use. 

Rowley ward councillor Chris 
Tranter said any development, par¬ 
ticularly housing, was needed in the 
area. 

“I think the whole town is crying 
out for new housing development, to 
create jobs and affordable homes.” 

Benefits 

The area being considered is adja¬ 
cent to the Dudley Canal, and the 
company states the proposal would 
deliver “a high-quality, residential- 
led, mixed-use development which 
would deliver a range of economic, 
social and environmental benefits”. 

These houses would also con¬ 
tribute to the “Jewellery Line” corri¬ 
dor, a planned stretch of development 
straddling the Birmingham to Stour¬ 
bridge railway line through Rowley 
Regis, Old Hill and Cradley Heath 
that is expected to see 1,389 homes 
delivered before 2026. 

The plan for this corridor would see 
obsolete areas of industrial land rede¬ 
veloped to create new residential 
communities, and make the most of 
existing transport links. 

Plans for the development are in 
the very early stages.

I certainly 
feel safer now the brush¬ 
wood has been cut back and 
it is a lot cleaner, and a nicer 
place to walk through.” 

The funding was part of a

tion that was provided to 
deliver improvements in the 
Great Bridge area. 

Fair Share Trust is a 10- 
year project which targets 
areas that suffer consider¬ 
able disadvantage and have 
previously received less than 
their fair share of National 
Lottery funding.

Punchbag that can't hit 
back helps to beat stress

ONCE I accepted the fact a 
personal training session was 
probably going to hurt, I actu¬ 
ally enjoyed myself.

Nick became a personal trainer after 
gaining the English title in the British 
Championship for kick boxing and he 
has used this experience to put 
together a programme which promises 
quick results. 

Nick said: “Each and every client 
achieves their goal, whether it is to run 
a marathon or lose five stone. 

“I’ve never failed yet. Nobody trains 
like we do.” 

His personal sessions at Sparta in 
Brewood Road, Coven, costs £20 an 
hour, for two people. 

His training is suitable for every¬ 
body. He says “My clients range from 
millionaires to people that work at 


Poundland and their ages range from 
17 to 65.” 

Once Nick even trained a man with 
his dog, which panted away on a tread¬ 
mill while its owner weight trained. 

He tailors each workout to an indi¬ 
vidual’s ability and his sessions aim to 
use multiple body parts at the same 
time. 

This creates an after burn, where a 
person’s metabolic rate is increased for 
the next 15 to 24 hours; so you con¬ 
tinue to burn calories. 

Working with personal trainers is 
popular with celebrities, I soon realised 
there is nothing glamorous about 
doing squats while grasping for dear 


life on a handle dangling from a ceiling. 
I puffed and panted my way through 
the variety of exercises and before I 
knew it the session had ended. 

Nick has been a personal trainer for 
seven years, but his studio has only 
been open from September, his unique 
ways have become so popular that he is 
expanding the studio upstairs, to make 
room for a spin sessions, as well as yoga 
and boot camp classes. 

Nick’s enthusiasm is definitely con¬ 
tagious. It is the first time I’ve left an 
exercise class not using my last bit of 
energy to break free through the door. 

If anything, I am excited about the 
prospect of going back.

In the past 12 months, the 
Queen has celebrated her 
Diamond Jubilee, learned 
she was going to become a 
great-grandmother again, 
and parachuted into the 
Olympics.

The Challenger

On January 28, 1986, the space shuttle Challenger 
exploded 73 seconds after take-off, killing everyone 
on board.

The sides 
have already met on one occasion with the 
reverse clash having taken place at Wembley 
Stadium last October, which saw the hosts 
eventually ease to a 5-0 victory after an initial 
frustrating opening to the contest. 


W hich novel has been filmed 
twice, once by a legendary 
director in 1938, and once by 
a legendary studio in 1979? 

If all those film buffs out there are 
saying The Lady Vanishes, they’d be 
wrong - the original story was entitled 
The Wheel Spins. It was written by 
Ethel Lina White and first published in 
1936. 

It’s almost 70 years since Ms White 
passed away, and in the decades 
since, Ms White and her works 
have largely been forgotten, despite 
the fact that in her day, she was once 
one of the most revered crime writers 
around. 

Out of the many books she penned, 
The Wheel Spins has had the most 
mileage thanks to its movie 
adaptations. 

The plot focuses on Iris, a carefree 
girl whose world comes crashing 
down around her when the middle- 
aged Miss Froy, with whom she has 
been spending time while travelling 
through 1930s Eastern Europe by 
train, suddenly disappears - and her 
fellow passengers deny she ever 
existed. _ 


Only one person believes her, 
dashing English traveller Max. They 
work together to find Miss Froy, 
uncovering a dastardly plan in the 
process... 

Kate Harwood, controller, series and 
serials, BBC Drama, seems 
particularly thrilled with the way the 
project has panned out: “Fiona Seres’s 
adaptation of The Wheel Spins deftly 
weaves together the intriguing stories 
of a psychologically complex group of 
characters - with the mysterious 
disappearance of Miss Froy on a 
packed train - played out against the 
tense backdrop of the Balkans in the 
1930s.” 

It was Alfred Hitchcock who 
first spotted the book’s cinematic 
potential. He turned it into what is now 
regarded as a classic; it also helped 
turn its leading cast members, 
Margaret Lockwood and Michael 
Redgrave (in his screen debut) into 
major stars. 

But for Hitch, it had an even bigger 
impact - the fact the movie became 
the most successful British venture up 
to that point gave him a calling card to 
Hollywood; two years later, after 
negotiating a lucrative Stateside deal, 


he released his first Tinseltown 
project, Rebecca, and never looked 
back. 

Sadly, the 1979 remake from a then 
failing Hammer Films didn’t do quite 
so well. In fact, it’s fair to say it was a 
massive flop; even the presence of 
US actors Elliot Gould and Cybill 
Shepherd couldn’t save it. Afterwards, 
Hammer stopped making movies for 
almost 30 years. 

So, will the BBC’s new take on the 
story follow in the footsteps of 
Hitchcock, or its disastrous remake? 
Hopefully the former rather than the 
latter - the pedigree is certainly 
impressive. 

Filming took place in Budapest last 
year, and the feature-length thriller 
had originally been expected to 
appear on our screens at Christmas. 
However, the Beeb has tantalised us 
by making us wait a wee bit longer. 

Rising stars Tuppence Middleton 
and Tom Hughes play Iris and Max, 
while Keeley Hawes, Gemma Jones, 
Julian Rhind-Tutt and Selina Cadell 
also star. Fans of Borgen should 
watch out for Benedikte Hansen, who 
also appears. _

Zoopla 
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Dacia set 
for surge 
in sales

IT’S easy to be cynical when a new product is 
labelled as ‘cheap’ or ‘budget’ - all too often 
that means cheap and nasty. 

There have been ‘budget’ cars in the past which fit this 
view, using other manufacturers’ old, inefficient engines 
and trim that was little more substantial than cardboard. 

But it didn’t take long behind the wheel of Britain’s most 
affordable new car, the £5,995 to £9,795 Dacia Sandero, for 
cynicism to turn to surprise. 

In this case, cheap definitely doesn’t mean nasty. 

While the Dacia (pronounced Datch-ya) brand is new to 
Britain, that’s only because owners Renault may have 
underestimated demand for its award-winning Duster and 
new Sandero hatchback in other parts of Europe. They 
needed to invest in a new factory before they could produce 
right-hand drive versions. 

This, therefore, is the second-generation Sandero, 
designed and engineered by Renault around its latest fuel- 
efficient engines which it shares with the new Clio IV 
Renault has clearly identified a pent-up demand for a 
quality budget car: so much so that it took 2,000 orders even 
before the right-hand drive versions became available. 
There are many Britons clearly more interested in owning 
a cheap, reliable motor rather than the badge it carries on 
the front. 

Having Dacia dealerships sit alongside established 
Renault showrooms has no doubt helped to bring them to 
the thrifty car buyers’ attention, too. 

The simple, no-nonsense approach doesn’t end with the 
list price. There are lots of accessories and option packs 
(such as an upgraded stereo, satnav and Bluetooth for a 
bargain £250). 

Insurance ratings are among the lowest, starting from 
just 2E, and rather than include an extended warranty in 
the basic price Dacia lets the buyer choose. Three years or 
60,000 miles is standard, but you can opt for five or seven 
years for £395 and £850 respectively. 

Chunky 

The Sandero is large, a little chunky and even perhaps 
Germanic in its appearance, but it is a roomy family trans¬ 
porter for about half the price of some of its big name rivals. 

The boot is family-sized, too: 320 litres, which extends to 
1,200 with the rear seats folded down. 

The interior is simple - the Access base model, for 
example, doesn’t come with a radio - but it does come with 
essentials such as four airbags, height-adjustable front 
headrests, child seat fixing points, heated rear window, and 
power steering. 

Traction, stability and emergency brake assist systems 
are standard safety features across the range. 

There are three engine options, starting with Renault’s 
tried and trusted 1.2-litre, 75bhp petrol unit from the Clio. 
In Sandero, it averages a shade under 48mpg with C02 
emissions of 135g/km. 

Also from the Clio is Renault’s best-selling 1.5 dCi, 
capable of averaging 74.3mpg and a sub-lOOg/km C02 emis¬ 
sions rating - meaning zero road tax. 

Sandero can also be powered by the brand new TCe three- 
cylinder petrol engine. While it’s under 900cc, its secret is a 
turbocharger to boost power levels to that of the diesel, 
90bhp, with significantly more torque than the older petrol 
option. 

Its vital statistics are 56.5mpg and 116g/km, which 
means zero road tax in the first year and an annual £30 
thereafter. 

The 1.5dCi possibly has the edge when it comes to 
relaxed, easy-going progress on the open road but both 
petrol and diesel versions have little to separate them in 
terms of low noise and vibration levels. 

It adds to the impression that the Sandero is solidly built, 
and to the standards of more expensive cars.

WHERE there’s life, there’s 
hope. And Albion are not about 
to let their European dream die 
just yet. 

Having talked the talk since hitting their 
initial 40-point Premier League target, the 
Baggies walked the walk against Swansea to 
remind their rivals they are in no mood to 
down tools, writes Steve Madeley. 

While the Swans felt the full force of the 
Baggies’ impressive statement, the message 
will have echoed around their other rivals in 
the top half of the Premier League. 

On Saturday’s evidence, Steve Clarke’s 
men remain genuinely determined to end a 
remarkable campaign with even more glory. 
And Lady Luck appears to have thrown her 
weight behind the Baggies’ challenge, too. 

While Albion were decent value for their 
three points against the impressive Welsh 
outfit, they were honest enough to admit the 
victory owed plenty to good fortune. 

Rallied 

If Clarke and Co can match Saturday’s 
standards consistently between now and 
May and catch a few more of the breaks they 
enjoyed against the Swans, it is impossible 
to rule them out completely when it comes 
to European qualification. 

Having fallen behind against a visiting 
side they had never gone close to beating in 
the Premier League, Albion would have 
found it easy to throw in the towel with rel¬ 
egation concerns long since banished and 
the European spots a distance away. 

Instead, they rallied to level before half¬ 
time and then forced the Swans back after 
the break to claim the win thanks to a couple 
of freak incidents. A Europa League spot 
remains an unlikely destination for Clarke 
and his players. 

They will require a stunning end to the 
campaign and a little more good fortune 
from the FA Cup. But, with their customary 


end-of-season survival pressure absent this 
time, they are operating with a freedom and 
drive that suggests they will do all they can 
to keep up their own end of the bargain. 

For a while, Saturday’s game looked to be 
following a familiar course. 

Swansea started fluently and the Baggies, 
who have twice been blown away at the 
Liberty Stadium and once at home by the 
Welsh outfit in the past two seasons, were 
left chasing shadows in the opening 20 
minutes. The Swans’ slick passing and 
clever movement put them well on top and 
brought groans from the home crowd. 

And Michu should have given his team 
some reward for their impressive start when 
he raced clear but screwed a shot just wide. 
Frustratingly, it was an Albion old-boy who 
was the unlikely scorer of the opening goal. 

Luke Moore, who had rarely threatened 
to deliver on his undoubted talent while 


with the Baggies, had already created 
Michu’s glorious opportunity when he 
popped up in the home box to flick a header 
over his shoulder and past Ben Foster from 
Jonathan De Guzman’s left-wing corner. 

The Swans were good value for their lead 
and must have been confident of another 
comfortable win. But that was when 
Clarke’s side showed their supporters they 
have lost little of their competitive edge. 

They were level within seven minutes as 
Romelu Lukaku continued his own impres¬ 
sive goalscoring form, sliding in at the near 
post to turn home an excellent first-time 
cross from Graham Dorrans. 

And, having drawn level just before half¬ 
time, the Baggies flew from the blocks after 
the interval with Lukaku hammering a good 
chance of his own wide of the target then 
settingup James Morrison to fire straight at 
keeper Michel Vorm. Lukaku should have 


added his second from the penalty spot after 
Wayne Routledge’s shove on Morrison but 
the Belgian fired too close to Vorm. That was 
when luck took over to give the Baggies the 
results their efforts had merited. 

First, Gareth McAuley’s goalbound 
header from Chris Brunt’s corner was 
nodded away from goal by Angel Rangel, 
only for a ricochet off De Guzman to take it 
in for the Baggies’ second goal. 

Then, with the clock ticking down, Swans 
substitute Roland Lamah had his joyous cel¬ 
ebrations cut short by an offside flag after 
his close-range finish. Replays confirmed 
what Lamah knew - that the ball found its 
way to him off two Baggies players with no 
Swans team-mates close to the action. 

It is the kind of help the Baggies might 
need to end their memorable campaign on a 
massive high. But more of Saturday’s spirit 
will give them a fighting chance.

CLARKE TAKES LOOK 
AT YOUNG FULL-BACK 


TEENAGE Chelsea full-back Tomas Kalas has 
emerged as a potential summer transfer 
target for Albion. 

Baggies boss Steve Clarke was in Holland at the weekend 
to watch the 19-year-old in action for Vitesse Arnhem, where 
he is on a season-long loan from Stamford Bridge. 

And the Czech Republic international has been added to 
the Baggies’ watch-list as they weigh up potential right-back 
targets, ahead of the summer transfer window. 


Clarke watched Vitesse’s 
1-0 win at FC Twente on 
Sunday alongside Albion’s 
head European scout Tony 
Spearing with Kalas playing 
the first 45 minutes. 

The defender is in his 
second season on loan with 
the Dutch club, having 
signed for Chelsea from 
Czech side SK Sigma 
Olomouc in 2010 when the 
Blues paid around £5m for 
the then-17-year-old. 

He has played 58 times for 
Vitesse and the Blues have 
indicated they are willing to 
loan him again next season to 
gain Premier League experi¬ 
ence, having tied him down 
to a new contract keeping 
him at Stamford Bridge until 
2017. 

Clarke retains strong links 
with officials at Stamford 
Bridge, where he was a 
popular player and coach, 
and that relationship helped 
him land the Baggies’ leading 
scorer, Romelu Lukaku, on 
loan for this season. 

But any concrete move for 
Kalas could hinge on the 
future of the giant Belgian 
teenager. Albion are keen to 
take the 19-year-old, who has

loan and Lukaku has ex¬ 
pressed a desire to stay 
unless he is guaranteed first- 
team football with Chelsea. 

An agreement over him 
would rule out any move for 
Kalas as Premier sides are 
not permitted to loan more 
than one player from the 
same top-flight clubs. 

Kalas is the latest right- 
back to be watched by the 
Baggies, who are conscious of 
first-choice Steven Reid’s 
ongoing injury problems. 

Billy Jones performed well 
as an understudy for the 
former Ireland international 
against Swansea on Satur¬ 
day but has yet to fully estab¬ 
lish himself as a Premier 
League performer. 

Clarke has also made per¬ 
sonal checks on Leeds 
defender Sam Byram, who 
has attracted interest from 
Everton and Liverpool. 

And the Baggies could also 
revive their interest in 
Fulham’s Chris Baird or 
Newcastle’s Danny Simpson.
